Archb isiiop Chapeile, apistoiic dele­ 
gate to Cub a, Porto l*ico am i the P hilip­ 
pines, said lie did not b elieve G eneral 
F uuston inatle such a statem ent. 
He asks how it could b e possib le that 
the in hab itan ts of Luzon are com pletely 
under the cliurch, since every priest, 
except a few natives in Luzon, outsm e 
of the wailed city of M anila, is a pris­ 
oner of the insurgents. 
Then he said 
in part: 
“ T’or the past 18 m onths this 
state of affairs has existed and during 
all this period m ore than 850 friars 
have b een undergoing unheard of tor­ 
tures in insurgent dungeons. 
“ Tliat the insurgents have asked as 
one of tlieir term s of peace the expul­ 
sion of the friars and the confiscation to 
the insurgents ot all the church prop­ 
erty is a fact w'ell know n; b ut we are 
told b y the governm ent officials (and I 
know it to b e a tact from other reliab l e 
soiiri-es) tha t the insurgents only re pre­ 
sent one trille out of tlie 85 trib es peop­ 
ling the archipelago, so the sentiiuents 
voiced b y the insurgents ab out the 
friars and church property cannot b e 
taken as tlie sentim ents of tiie great 
b txly of the native.s. 
“ Air. Pey ion. the agent of the Episco­ 
pal b 'oreigij Mission association, tells us 
tliut ‘the natives are the m ost m oral and 
religious people ou the tace of 
the 
glob e.’ 
“ Rev. Dr. Ab eel, a Scotch P rotestant 
uiissionurv, aiso testihes that ‘nearly 
I 
the whole population of the Philippine 
arciiipelago lias b een converted to the 
C atholic laitn b y the Spanish monks, 
and a \voii<iertui im provem ent in their 
social condition has b een the re.sult.’ 
H e then goes ou to show that if any one 
doub ts this im provem ent it can easily 
b e m ade m auiiest b y com paring the 
C hristian 
native w ith 
his southern 
neighb or of the same b looil—the tana- 
tical Moro. 
“ As to the coniiscation of the estates, 
y ou m ight as well talk of conliscatiug 
the estates ,ot the V'auderb ilts, the x\s- 
turs and other m illionaires whose estates 
have, 111 the course of y ears, grow n so 
W onderfully . 
T here would b e just as 
m uch rigiii and justice in one case as 
in the otiier. 
The estates of the reli­ 
gious orders nave b een acijuired in tiie 
usual way b y purcliase, and in the 
cour.se oi iieariy lour centuries have 
naturally ji grow n large; b ut if evt n un­ 
b iased Proie.staiit witiie.sses are to b o 
credited, large as they are, all are used 
for the b etteiiuenc and uplifting of the 
natives. 
“ A torm er B ritish consul (a P rotest­ 
ant) wiTiing on tins suoject say s: 
‘it 
w as b y m eans of these estates the 
fria is introduced ugricuituro and set­ 
tled hab its of life am ong trib es origin­ 
ally 
nom adic. 
It was b y 
m eans 
of 
these 
estates 
tha t 
they 
got 
them to live m villages and introduced 
am ong them the arts of civilized life. 
I t was b y m eans of these estates that 
they acquired the pow er of inducing 
them to lab or w ith a certain am ount of 
regularity and m ethod—the great safe­ 
guard against a relapse agian into their 
original state of say agery .’ 
The n a ­ 
tives, he say s, ‘are w ith some rare ex­ 
ceptions in need of tutelage, w itiiout 
w hich they would fall b ack to the cus­ 
tom s of their ancestors, a tutelage that 
no one can exercise b etter than the 
friais. 
WTthm the precincts of tJie 
m onasteries are to b e iuuud carpenter 
shops, forges, b rick and tile y ards, etc., 
to teach 
tlie natives various trades. 
The villages form ed around them pre­ 
sented a pliíusiug picture of happiness 
and content, in startlin g contrast to 
those w ho w ere still pagan and uiicivii- 
izeü .’ 
“ in a siiort tim e I will start for the 
Philippines, and 1 w ill personally lu- 
vestigace ail cnarges m ade against re- 
ilgious orders, cities of property , etc.

Archbishop Chupelie, apostolic dele­ 
gate to Cuba, Porto Pico aud the Philip­ 
pines, said lie did not believe General 
Funston made such a statem ent. 
He asks how it could be possible that 
the inhabitants of Luzon are completely 
under the church, since every priest, 
except a few natives in Luzon, outside 
of the wailed city of M anila, is a pris­ 
oner of the insurgents.

“ For the past 18 m onths this 
state of affairs has existed and during 
all this period more than 350 friars 
have been undergoing unheard of tor­ 
tures in insurgent dungeons. 
“ That the insurgents have asked as 
one of their term s of peace the expul­ 
sion of the friars aud the confiscation to 
the insurgents of all the church prop­ 
erty is a fact well known; but we are 
told by the governm ent officials (aud I 
know it to be a fact from other reliabl e 
sources) th at the insurgents only repre­ 
sent oue tribe out of the 85 tribes peop­ 
ling the archipelago, so the sentim ents 
voiced by the insurgents about the 
friar* and church property cannot be 
taken as the sentim ents of the great 
body of the natives. 
“ Mr. Peyton, the agent of the Episco­ 
pal Foreign Mission association, tells us 
that ‘the natives are the most moral and 
religious people ou the face of the 
globe.’ 
“ Rev. Dr. Abeel, a Scotch Protestant 
m issionary, also testifies that ‘nearly 
the whole population of the Philippine 
archipelago has been converted to the 
Catholic taitn by the Spanish monks, 
and a wonderful im provement in their 
social condition has beeu the result.’ 
He then goes on to show that if anyone 
doubts this improvement it can easily 
be made m anliest by comparing the 
Christian 
native w ith 
his southern 
neigh bor of the same blood—the fana­ 
tical Moro. 
“ As to the confiscation of the estates, 
you m ight as well talk of confiscating 
the estates .of the Vanderbilts, the As­ 
ters and other millionaires wnose estates 
have, in the course of years, grown so 
wonderfully. 
There would be just as 
much rigut and justice in oue case as 
in the othe r. 
The estates of the reli­ 
gious orders nave beeu acquired in tho 
usual way by purchase, aud in the 
course ut nearly lour centuries have 
naturally* grown large; but if even un­ 
b ia sed Protestant witnesses are to bo 
credited, large as they are, all are used 
for the bettei uieut aud uplifting of the 
natives. 
“ A former British consul (a Protest­ 
ant) w riting on tins suoject says:

trials introduced agriculture aud set­

It was by means of these estates that 
they acquired the power of inducing 
them to labor w ith a certain am ount of 
regularity aud method—the great safe­ 
guard against a relapse agian into their 
original state of savagery.’

tives, he says, ‘are w ith some rare ex­ 
ceptions in need of tutelage, w ithout 
which they would fail back to the cus­ 
toms of their ancestors, a tutelage that 
no oue can exercise better than the 
friars. 
W ithin the precincts of the 
m onasteries are to be found carpenter 
shops, forges, brick aud tile yards, etc., 
to teach 
the natives various trades. 
The villages formed around them pre­ 
sented a pleasing picture of happiness 
and content, in startling contrast to 
those who were still pagan aud uncivil­ 
ized.’ 
“ In a short time I will start for the 
Philippines, and I will personally in ­ 
vestigate all enlarges made against re­ 
ligious orders, titles of property, etc.
